Bon of Doaf Parentage 


It has always been a studied effort 
to place before the readers of the 
Deaf-Mutes’ Journal a record of 
the achievements of the deaf them¬ 
selves, and a matter of pride to give 
the public examples of what they have 
accomplished, despite their aver-pre- 
sent handicap of deafness. The splen¬ 
did work of the schools for the deaf, 
with their expert teaching, should be 
credited with this indisputable triumph 
over difficulties, in training and edu¬ 
cating those whom fate or misfortune 
has robbed of the very important 
sense of hearing. 

Besides their own obstacles that 
have been overcome, the pride and 
inspirational devotion taken in their 
children has in innumerable instances 
been productive of success beyond 
ordinary expectations. 

Miss Elizabeth Peet, dean of Co-eds 
at Gallaudet College, who is now 
taking a course at the world-famed 
Sorbonne at Paris, France, has called 
attention to the fact that the press of 
foreign countries is spreading the un¬ 
dying fame of the late Colonel Weston 
Jenkins, whose mother was a deaf 
lady, and as Miss Isabella Van De 
Water, had been educated at the Fan- 
wood school. She became a teacher 
there previous to her marriage to Prof 
Weston Jenkins, teacher of the High 
Class at Fanwood, and later principal 
of the New Jersey State School for 
the Deaf at Trenton for many years 
until ousted by politics, finally to end 
his days as a valued professor at the 
Institution at Knoxville, Tenn. 

With the upbringing by such a 
clever and erudite deaf mother, was 
developed the resolute character that 
won him fame in the great World War 
He was the leader who found and 
rescued the Lost Battalion that, led 
by cmffhermtttlfsfy, hat! affianced 
beyond the other Americans. Besides 
this remarkable rescue, Colonel Jen¬ 
kins commanded the 397th Infantry 
and served with distinction, winning 
the Distinguished Service Cross and 
citation in general orders for gallantry 
When peace came, he proved his capa¬ 
bilities by occupying important posi 
tions in prominent steel and iron 
companies; manager of the Rome 
N. Y.-, Brass and Copper Company 
and finally the Revere Company. 

He was for a time a director on the 
Board of the Central New York Insti 
tution, besides being a speaker of note 
and a writer for military magazines. 

He died at the age of fifty-one 
years, on the night of July 8th, at a 
tourist camp six miles west of Amster¬ 
dam, whither he had been taken after 
being stricken with sudden illness 
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Many of the deaf of New York and 
New Jersey were acquainted with both 
his' parents and Colonel Jenkins as a 
boy, and they will learn with sorrow 
of his death, even as they learned with 
pride of his great achievements on the 
fields of war and rapid progress in the 
days of peace that followed.

Mr. David Bretthauer, of Oshkosh 
entertained the members of the Home 
Club at the March meeting on the 
19th with a recital of his life in the 
Canadian wilds. After leaving school 
here, David attended the Sweeney 
Auto School in Kansas City, and 
secured work in a garage in Alberta 
Carmrisr ‘HrfaTer worked tm a tattle 
ranch there, and feeling the call of 
the wild, went north to the end of the 
railroad. Then, in company with a 
hearing man, he went thirty miles 
farther down the Peace River, whose 
waters flow to the Arctic Ocean. Gold 
was not the lure. Gold mining did 
not pan out well, so David took up 
trapping and lived alone in the wilder 
ness forty miles from the neaKSt 
trading post of the Hudson Bay Com¬ 
pany. He ran a trap line over a 
hundred miles. It took five days to 
go over the line, and while on the 
trail he slept nights in the open. What 
this means can be realized when it is 
known that the temperature falls to 
sixty below zero in that remote north¬ 
ern countr^ A blanket made Of the 
feathers of 150 ducks kept him warm 
when his fire went out. A dog team 
drew his supplies. 

Once he accidentally cut a deep 
gash in his knee, exposing the bone 
He boiled a string taken from a flour 
sack and sewed up the wound with 
eiglft stitches. In three weeks it had 
healed so well that he was able to get 
around as usual.

None of our Illinois graduates pass- 
the entrance examinations for 
matriculation at Gallaudet College 
this Fall, and, apparently either John 
Davis or Alfred Maertz was the only 
Wisconsin applicant to hurdle* the 
barriers at examinations. 

That means that some of the best 
athletic prospects in this section of 
the country will never gamer points 
for the world’s only college for the 
deaf. Chicago’s George Grady, who 
runs the century in ten flat, fizzled 
after a year’s post-graduate work at 
Jax. Orris Franklin, running the half- 
mile in 2:02, likewise flunked in 
examination. Both are football ends 
of high calibre, and would gladden the 
cockles of old Coach Teddy Hughes’ 
heart. (By the way, what is a 
cockle,” and why do hearing folks 
use that idiom? You don’t know? 
Shake; neither do we. Then you and 
couldn’t pass the Gallaudet exams 
either.) 

There is some dispute as to which 
Wisconsinite passed—whether it was 
Maertz, or Chicago’s former oral star, 
Davis. Davis is a scintillating bas¬ 
ketball star, and sure of making the 
college quint. With his weight and 
size, he will develop into a crack back- 
field man, replacing Chicago’s George 
Whale” Walnoha, who flunked out of 
college. Walnoha, a quiet, gentle¬ 
manly chap, met the usual fate of 
stars” in small colleges. His idol- 
worshiping schoolmates pestered him 
during study hours, instead of letting 
him study in peace. The “Whale” 
set new college marks in both shot and 
javelin, being good for ten to four¬ 
teen points in every one of the six 
dual meets Gallaudet scheduled. 

"Boy’s Dealness Costs His Life,” 
ran Chicago headlines, when nine- 
year-old Walter Podney was killed by 
an auto while playing in the street 
July 23d. The same newspapers also 
announced another deaf man was shot 
and killed by bandits, this time in 
Los Angeles. An Olympic visitor there 
named W. J. Kilpatrick, aged seventy. 

Diving off a pier into Lake Michi¬ 
gan, July 24th, Secretary Horace 
Perry, of the Chi-first Frats, grazed a 
submerged rock, and had the side of 
his face lacerated. He came up 
streaming blood, to the alarm of his 
picnic party, which took prompt 
measures to avert permanent injury. 
This, far as we hear, was the only 
accident among a hundred deaf parties 
clustering the beaches during the 
recent torrid wave. 

"No more picketing for deaf-mutes 
—too dangerous,” is the verdict of 
Local No. 1 of the 'Typographical 
Union. Consequently some twenty 
deaf compositors out of work will no 
longer “carry the banner” in front of 
a couple of Chicago plants as “peace¬ 
ful picketing” details.

The next pair of union men 
accosted were hearing folks—and you 
can’t expect “dumb” hearing people 
to be smart like us deaf. The hearing 
pickets raised a row, and the bunch 
was corraled. Nothing much came of 
it in court; but the local union de¬ 
cided to exempt our comrades of the 
idle ear hereafter. For which the 
deaf men are grateful. It is no fun 
To* tramp’thehof asphalt fn * nffiety- 
seven-degree heat.

The Use of Words 


How often do we find difficulty in 
thinking of just the right word to 
express a- certain idea ? Ev en the 
greatest writers' must ofHTT sMp To 
weigh their words in order to hit upon 
the most appropriate one, while few 
speakers can observe all the niceties 
of expression without writing out their 
speeches and memorizing them before 
hand. 

This is not due to any lack of words 
in the English language, however. 
Possibly it may be a result of our hav 
ing too many to choose from. The 
latest unabridged dictionaries contain 
more than 400,000 words, and the list 
is increasing constantly. 

Noah YVebster’s first dictionary, 
published in 1828, contained only 
about 70,000 words; the edition of 
1864 included 114,000, and that of 
1890 about 175,000, as compared with 
the 400,000 recognized words today 
Yet President Wilson, who was one 
of the foremost masters of English, in 
seventy-five different public addresses, 
used a total of only 6,221 different 
words. In three of his published books, 
however, he used about 40,000 dif¬ 
ferent words. This shows that vastly 
more words are used in writing than 
in speaking.

Among the 
afternoon class are A. Downs, E. Den¬ 
nis, W. Krieger, W. Kadel, O. Loew, 
M. Lubin, J. O’Brien, H. Plapinger, 
W. Stack, J. Seandel and H. Scherer. 
All of them have, of course, “growed- 
up,” and most all have married and 
raised families of their own. Mr 
Stern heads the list with the distinc¬ 
tion of becoming a grandfather this 
week. 

On June 4th, 1910, August YVriedc 
was slinging type here, little dreaming 
that in later years he himself would 
be the Baltimore correspondent for the 
paper. On the underside of a case 
stand, has stood the name of Breden 
since 1913.
